What  must  be  done  to  our  schools  and  colleges  if  they  are  to  serve  as 
instruments  of  civilization?  The  great  hope  that  through  the  educational 
process  Peace  and  Justice  might  be  attained  among  men  has  proved  to  be  an 
illusion.  The  reason  for  the  failure  of  education  in  the  past  and  what  must  be 
done  in  the  future  will  be  the  theme  of  Rabbi  Steinberg's  analysis.

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FROM  OUR  PULPIT 

In  his  sermon  of  Friday  evening,  January  13th, 
on  the  theme  "The  Alliance  Between  Religion 
and  Democracy,"  Rabbi  Steinberg  spoke  in  part 

as  follows: 


"The  alignment  of  democracy  with  religion 
referred  to  by  President  Roosevelt  in  his  message 
to  Congress  is  no  accident.  It  is  not,  as  may 
appear  on  the  surface,  the  result  merely  of  his¬ 
toric  circumstance.  On  the  contrary,  between  the 
religious  outlook  and  the  democratic  method  there 
are  great  areas  of  shared  principle.  Both  alike 
insist  on  the  inherent  dignity  of  the  individual 
and  his  natural  right  to  freedom.  Both  alike 
contend  that  the  state  and  the  social  process  are 
not  ends  but  instruments  through  which  the 
individual  can  find  self-fulfillment.  Both  alike 
advocate  the  cooperative  rather  than  the  com¬ 
petitive  life.  Both  equally  insist  that  above  the 
state  and  its  ruler  stands  a  moral  law  to  which 
obedience  is  owed.  Out  of  the  tragedy  of  our 
age  we  have  been  driven  to  see  more  clearly 
the  essentials  of  our  political  philosophy  and 
our  religious  confessions  and  to  recognize  their 
ultimate  unity." 

In  his  message  of  Friday  evening,  January 
20th,  Rabbi  Steinberg,  gave  a  picture  of  a  Jewish 
scholar.  Professor  Solomon  Schechter,  formerly  the 
President  of  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America.  He  then  went  on  to  discuss  the  role  of 
men  such  as  Dr.  Schechter.  Rabbi  Steinberg 
warned  against  the  tendency  to  curtail  support 
of  institutions  of  learning  because  of  the  pressing 
needs  of  contemporary  life.  To  cripple  Jewish 
research  institutions  and  seminaries  is  a  short¬ 
sighted  economy.  That  the  growing  demands  of 


our  hour  must  be  met  goes  without  saying,  but 
they  must  be  met  with  no  stinting  of  the  aid 
normally  given  to  Jewish  research.  Jewish  schol¬ 
arship  is  no  luxury  even  in  these  times  of  stress. 
The  scholar  is  a  visible  embodiment  of  the  im¬ 
personal  quest  for  the  truth,  one  of  the  classic 
values  of  Judaism.  Seeing  him  we  take  new 
confidence  in  the  possibilities  of  human  character. 
Out  of  his  labors  our  lives  as  Jews  are  enhanced. 
And  even  as  the  student  is  important  as  a 
symbol,  so  he  is  essential  as  a  practical  instru¬ 
ment  for  Judaism's  conquest  of  its  difficulties. 
Through  his  research,  the  Jewish  past  and  pres¬ 
ent  become  intelligible.  With  our  added  under¬ 
standing  of  Judaism,  we  are  the  better  able  to 
mold  the  future  into  conformity  with  our  ideals.
